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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's Amendment filed on May 30, 2006 in response to the Examiner's Office 
Action has been reviewed. Claims 1-34, 43 and 52 have been canceled, and claims 35, 45 and 49 
have been amended. 

2. Claims 35-42 and 44-51 are presented for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 35-42 and 44-51 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The prior art of record fails to teach or suggest individually or in combination the 
awareness data has knowledge assets and feature assets, the knowledge assets are temporal 
knowledge assets that indicate how the knowledge assets will change from present to a future 
time, and the feature assets are related to work styles of the users as set forth in independent 
claims 35, 45 and 49. 

Dependent claims 36-42, 44, 46-48, 50 and 51 being further limiting to the independent 
claims 35, 45 and 49 respectively are also allowed. 

The closet prior art, MacKenzie US Patent Application Publication No. 2002/0065709 
teaches a system for analyzing results of an employee survey and an organizational diagnostic 
survey to determine effective areas of organizational improvement. The closest prior art fails to 
anticipate or render Applicant's limitations above obvious.
